THE DIXON CEREAL COMPANY IS 
MAKING BIG SHIPMENTS 
TO 
CIBA. 


CAPACITY GREATLY 
INCREASED 


Shipment of 200,000 Pounds of Corn 
.Meal in One Order— Hominy 
Peed to Germany. 


The Dixon Cereal company, whose 
plant is located on Depot avenue, is 
gaining a foreign reputation of mag­ 
nitude which can not he other than 
a matter of pride to the proprietors 
and the people of Dixon. This for­ 
eign reputation has 
increased 
so 
gradually that those not connected 
with the concern have not realized 
what an institution it is; but now the 
capacity of the modern plant is taxed 
to its utmost, and every tilt of 
the 
product is shipped away. 
The attention of the public .was 
drawn to the Cereal company in the 
spring when the new engine room, 
boiler and engine were added. Since 
then considerable new' and modern 
milling machinery has been added 
and the company is now’ installing a 
new grain cooler, one of the best in 
the state. 
Four cars are being loaded today 
with corn meal which will be shipped 
to Havana, Cuba, via. New Orleans. 
The order is a remarkably big one 
and shows how wide the business of 
the local concern extends. There are 
1.000 sacks of the meal, each weig h­ 
ing 200 pounds, or a total of 200.000 
pounds in the shipment. This is not 
the first meal sent to Cuba 
from 
Dixon, but it is the largest order. 
In 
addition to 
the 
American 
trade, 
which is large, the company is reg­ 
ularly shipping hominy feed to Ger­ 
many. 
The recently installed ma­ 
chinery gives the plant a capacity of 
1.000 bushels of feed per day, and 
the 
management 
announces 
that 
there are orders enough ahead to 
keep the mill running to capacity un­ 
til December 1st.
